The reso~ 
on has been passed in these organizetions, effecting the official 


F “ormation cf the State Executive Board of School Librarians. 
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It is a seven-member board, consisting ef representatives from 
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the school library sections of the Michigan Library Association, the 
Michigan Educational Association and the Michigan Schoolmasters! Club. 
These representatives are the newly elected chairmen frem these sec- 


tions, three M. E. A. districts being represented in rotation each year. 


The outgoing chairman of the Schoel Library Section of M. L. A. becomes 
the chairman of the Board and the State Supervisor of School Libraries 
is the Board's ex officio member. 


With the fact in mind that its primary work should be to formulate 
and aid in the werking out of school library policies in the state, 
the Board is formulating a program ef educational library oublicity. 


The first efforts cf the Board were directed toward the gathering 
ef hitherto unorganized statistics relative to school libraries. In 
this attempt, 3520 questignnaires were twice sent out last year to 
school libraries in towns of 5,006 or more, aiming to find out such 
information «s school enrollment, library attendance and circulation 
statistics, status of librarians, etc. Compilation of these returns 
have shorn some interesting facts which the Board will use in its 
publicity. 


Anotksr of the accomplishments of tne Board in its brief history 
is that of the official register wf schvol librarians in the state. 
This regi:;vcration is made both by place and by name of the librariar 
and is kevi by a member of the State Executive Berard appointed by tre 
Chairman sf the Beard. Changes in the 1isting are systematically 
correctea and recorded. ‘his official register, provides the Board 
wi’?h accurate listings and position of all school librarians in the 
stunts anc is available to anycne upon request, 


At the opening of its third year the State Executive Board has 
berun the publication of a mimeographed leaflet to be issued at int-.: 
vals and circulated to all school librarians in the state. The puryo% 
ef ansh a pubjication is to acvertise ovr efforts within our own ren": 
anu to afford «= medium for schoel libre:xy news and for the discusri-: 
of rveeblens pesuliar to the school library. 


The exact program for next yeer's work has not yet been set up. 
"7. is expected that the Board will concentrate its efforts in an 
elucational publicity campaign through the columns of its own bulletin 
as well es in.the publication of brief articles in such magazines as 
Schoel and Society, The School Board Journal, M. E. A. Journal, Wilson

At one meeting of the school 
library section of the A.L.A. con- 
ference in Montreal, June 25-50, 
Mr. Dwight Porter, principal of 
the Omaha Technical High School 
presented a splendid paper enti-~ 
tled "A School Principal Leoks at 
the Sehool Library" to which Miss 
Lucile Fargo, Research Assistant, 
Schoel of Library Service, Colum 
bia University, replied with the 
topic "A Librarian Leeks at the 
School." Mr, Porter showed un- 
usual penetration in discussing 
library problems while Miss Fargo, 
as always, displayed a breadth of 
understariding of both the school 
and the library point of view.
